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Chief Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara in this be- 
half may with a view to securing compliance of 
this order enter and inspect premises in which 
saleable stock of sugar i 8 kept or stocked and 
may tako or cause to be taken such steps and 
use such force or cause to be used such fo.rce as 
may be reasonably necessary for securing com- 
pliance with or preventing or rectifying the 
breach of this Order. 

5. Any officer of the Rationing Department 
or Law and Enforcement Department not below 
the rank of an Inspector may : — 

(1) investigate into a case or contravention 
of any of the provisions of this Order and 
for that purpose examine any person or sum- 
mon him before himself for such examina- 
tion, 

(2) inspect or cause to be inspected or 
order the production before himself or any 
book or other document belonging to or under 
the control of any person, 

(3) enter and search auy premises, vehi- 
cles, vessels or aircrafts or authorise any per- 
son not below the rank of a Sub-Inspector to 
enter search any promises, vehicles, vessels
